This Employment 
Officer will interview all former pupils 
of the school who go to the Center 
for aid in securing employment, and 
will cooperate with other placement 
officers of the Center in finding oppor¬ 
tunities where deaf persons may be 
placed. 

The officer being employed is Mips 
Margarette Helme. It was (elt that 
unusual efforts of assistance should be 
extended to pupils who left the three 
Schools the past June, and as oppor¬ 
tunity developed and the program is 
extended, the service will be corres¬ 
pondingly enlarged in an effort to do 
everything possible for all entitled 
thereto. It is hoped that the experi¬ 
ence of this placement officer can be 
used as determining factors in the selec¬ 
tion of Vocational Training Courses in 
the Schools for the Deaf, and that 
training can be specialized to a greater 
degree in those fields of employment 
which most readily absorb the deaf 
employee.
